REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Deerfield, N. Hoss 


Herewith I submit my first annual report and the fourth in 
the series of reports of the district superintendent. 

When in September, 1919, I assumed the duties of the super- 
intendent of schools of the union of which your district is a 
part, it was not without full knowledge of the difficulty of the 
task ahead, a realization of the great amount of arduous work 
involved and a fair estimate of the gravity of the situation in 
which our schools are placed at the present time. The scar- 
city of teachers bears most heavily upon the rural districts; 
the increased cost of living, the changing standards of value, 
the demands made upon national and state governments have 
brought larger burdens to the tax-payer and made it more 
difficult for the schools to secure enough funds for their main- 
tenance and for “suitable provision for the care of the health 
and physical welfare of the pupils”. 

By the Act of 1919, New Hampshire has made a declaration 
of educational policy which imposes upon the local school 
officials as well as those of the state the gravest responsibilities. 
The State of New Hampshire and the local school districts 
have become partners in a mighty “business undertaking”. 
School boards now must provide “standard elementary schools 
for at least thirty-six weeks in each year at such places in the 
district as will best serve the interests of education and give 
to all pupils within the district as nearly equal advantages as 
are practicable”. “A standard school as that term is used in 
this act is one.(1) maintained for at least thirty-six weeks in 
each year, (2) in a suitable and sanitary building, (3) equipped 
with approved furniture, books, maps and other necessary ap- 


AA, 
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pliances, (4) taught by an approved teacher, (5) directed and 
supervised by an approved superintendent, (6) with suitable 
provision for the care of the health ps the physical welfare 
of all the pupils.” . 

Among the many steps taken by the State Board to carry 
out this law are the following:— 


1. Adoption of regulations on the duties of superin- 
tendents. | 

2. Adoption of regulations on the duties of school boards. 

3. ,Adoption of regulations on the temporary approval of 
school buildings. Later “full regulations for the permanent 
approval of school houses will be placed in the hands of the 
school boards. ‘These regulations will require the adoption 
of a progressive plan of school house betterment.” 

4. Adoption of regulations governing approval of super- 
intendents and teachers. 

5. Adoption of regulations on school studies and instruc- 
tions. (“The 1916 revision of the Program of Studies for 
- Elementary Schools of New Hampshire and the 1919 revision 
of the Program of Studies for the Secondary Schools of New 
Hampshire, as prepared and published by the Department of 
Public Instruction under resolutions of the General Court 
were accepted and approved for the use of the public schools. 
Each standard school naturally must be equipped with books, 
school supplies and apparatus sufficient for the proper. per- 
formance of the work outlined in these programs.” ) 

6. Adoption of regulations on required subjects and min- 
imum standards for the elementary grades. These regulations 
‘were set for grades one to three. Regulations for other 
grades will be established later. (“The subjects of the ele- 
mentary school are grouped under the title, ‘A, B, and C Sub- 
jects. ‘A Subjects’ are those which require each day system- 
atic instruction and drill. Minimum standards of accomplish- 
ment are established. ‘B Subjects’ are for daily or occasional 
school attention as needed. All are to be part of the school 
organization and with definite instruction. None may be neg-

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lected and the time-table must make provision. No fixed stand- 
ards of accomplishment are set. ‘C Subjects’ are those which. 
provide pupils with reading for information. Both silent and 
class reading are required. Each day not less than one-fifth of 
the time of teacher and class should be devoted to ‘B and C 
subjects. Any school board at its option may add to the 
subjects given provided that in each grade the minimum 
standards set by the State Board of Education are reached. 
It is to be noted that these are minimum standards. They 
must be reached by all schools but good schools will do more 
than is here outlined.”

Last year at the Parade building the lighting requirements 
were met by cutting new lights on the left of the pupils and 
the placing of inside shutters in the single front windows; ad- 
justable single seats were installed; recently blackboard sur- 
face has been purchased and will soon be set up; a new book- 
case was obtained by the school board. At the Center build- 
ing, last summer, the seats were reversed, new lights were cut 
on the pupils’ left, the walls and ceilings of school room, en- 
tries, hallway and toilets were painted. The seatings taken from 
the Parade room were used to replace those in Number Thir- 
teen. Flags were supplied wherever necessary. All schools 
have receptacles for drinking water and individual cups for 
pupils. 

Last year the reading of all pupils was tested by the super- 
intendent personally, and The Adams’ Standardized Test was 
used. Each teacher has been given a copy of the Ayers’ scales 
for testing handwriting and spelling and has been instructed 
to test the skill of the pupils periodically. This year arith- 
metic, both the fundamental operations and the reasoning 
power, grammar and language, geography will be thoroughly 
tested by the application of standard tests. The results of the 
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reading test have shown an amazing lack of ability to compre- 
hend and retain the thought of the printed page. More Care- 
ful attention to both oral and written reproduction, drill on 
“content”, and a wider range of reading at school and at home 
will be required. A more complete report on the condition of 
the “Three R’s” will, it is hoped, be brought to your attention. 


Deerfield is now meeting for the most part the first, fourth 
and fifth requirements of the Act of 1919. The third require- 
ment is being gradually met so far as books and supplies are 
concerned; maps, globes, furniture and other necessary appli- 
ances should be supplied where under “standard” amount. 
As to the sixth requirement, in the work of the medical in- 
spector you will find no little satisfaction and a great deal of 
benefit will accrue to those who will intelligently seek to 
remedy such defects as may be found in their children. Doubt- 
less better methods of following up the cases which demand 
treatment will be employed in the future. 


The law requires physical drill in each school and the care- 
ful supervision of the plays and games of the recess periods 
with special attention to the correction of physical defects. 


The second requirement is that a “standard” school shall 
be housed “in a suitable and sanitary building.” The school 
buildings should have the common essentials that make for 
comfort and good health. The Parade and the Ceater build- 
ings have had several of the necessary changes made. Yet 
some of the minimum requirements have not been fulfilled. 
The toilets should have ventilators and fly-proof vaults. The 
Parade building, the walls and ceiling require attention; the 
cross light caused by the lights on the right can be eliminated 
by the construction of a partition about four feet from the 
side of the room. ‘This partition should be built high enough 
to obstruct the lights from the windows on the right and two- 
thirds the length of the room would supply an excellent sur- 
face for blackboards facing the lights on the left and on the 
other side a convenient and warm place for coats and hats. 
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The toilets at the Pond and at Number Thirteen could not pos. 
sibly receive approval. More blackboard surface is needed 
in both rooms. The window in front of room at the Pond 
building should be boarded up at once, as it directly violates 
the law. At present the heating in all rooms is very uneven 
and the ventilation inadequate. The State Board has so far 
only required that the minimum of 68 of heat be supplied. 
Many town have in anticipation of exacting requirements 
either jacketed their stoves or put in some other form of 
heating. 

The superintendent recommends that a carefully prepared 
and progressive plan for school house’ renovation (which in 
fact has been already begun) be adopted by the district. In 
this way the interests of economy and efficiency will be served. 
The School District of Deerfield should expect to have all its 
school buildings not merely “suitable and sanitary” but ap- 
proved “standard” structures. oy 

The hearty co-operation and full support of every parent 
and citizen are needed by the superintendent and the school 
board in their effort to secure the best educational facilities 
for the boys and girls of Deerfield. It is constructive plan- 
ning, not destructive criticism; it is energetic and intelligent 
action, not prolonged and vain argumentation that is needed if 
we wish to get the most for every dollar spent. 

In conclusion, I wish to express appreciation of the en- 
deavor and persistent effort of the teachers, of the good-will 
and the cordiality shown by the pupils, of the support and the 
co-operation of the members of the-School Board, of the kindly 
reception accorded me by the few parents and citizens whom 
I have h&d the privilege to meet. My sincere hope is that 
these early and more arduous days of upbuilding school-work 
will give place to other days when ever increasing and more 
effective results will be apparent.
